engine of warfare. 
The people of England were much 
divided in opinion as to the advisa­ 
bility of the government’s move when 
it became public. A strong conserva­ 
tive element feared the danger of 
Great Britain being involved in the 
war through this action, while the lib­ 
eral partisans and Jingoes asserted 
that it was the only method of uphold­ 
ing the country’s dignity, demonstrat­ 
ing to America that England would 
do her best, and at the same time as­ 
suring Canada that the mother coun­ 
try intended to support her in case of 
attack along her border line. 
That 
Britannia still ruled the waves was 
generally doubted; for lf the L Z 
cans had in their possession means 
of so easily overcoming a fleet as Im­ 
portant as that which Japan had lost, 
there was almost a certainty that she 
could conquer any adversary sent 
against her on the water. It was no 
longer a question of warfare on land; 
for all the transports in the world 
would be powerless against such sub­ 
marines as the nations

ceded the United States must pos­ 
sess. 
Before sailing, the fleet commanders 
had been called into a council and 
?iven positive instructions that they 
were not to permit themselves to be 
drawn into action in any event before 
reaching Canada.

Between these ranks of blue-clad 
men there came four surgeons, carry­ 
ing on a stretcher a wreck of hu­ 
manity who laughed insanely and 
rolled his head from side to side.

Legislate Against It 
But Don't 
Handicap B usiness 


B y DEAN JO H N SO N .

It is pertinent for us to consider the extent to 
which the money of the hanks is used in speculation, 
and whether Hie evils attending such employment of 
hank deposits may not be minimized through a change 
in the banking system. As matters stand, a man, say, 
with $10,000 to irfvest, goes to his bank and borrows 
such further amount as the money rate may make it ap­ 
pear profitable. 
Witll this he makes his purchase 
and puts up as collateral for the loan the securities, 
which then become subject in the matter of their re­ 
sale not only to market conditions and the desires of 
the operator, but to the fluctuations of the money rate 
itself. Meantime it is the hank’s funds that have been in actual employ­ 
ment. When you find a means to regulate the money rate you will thereby 
regulate speculation. 


J am disposed to believe that OO per cent, of the results of speculation 
in this country are beneficial, broadly considered, and that perhaps ten per 
c-ent. are detrimental to tile best interests of the nation. 
The harm 
comes through the developing of the gambling spirit, particularly among 
young men. 
I find here among my students that any mention of the 
stock exchange and its affairs attracts instant attention; they know all 
about bucket shops and their methods of working, and there is hardly 
any other subject on which they are so keen as one relating to trading 
in the security and commodity markets. 
But the way to deal with that danger is not to handicap business in 
order that the youth of the land may be brought up in a state of blissful 
ignorance and free from temptation. The thing to do is to educate them 
to a proper appreciation of the relationships of the factors of industry, 
and to include tile social system that furnishes this education, adequate 
enforcement of laws protecting investors against misrepresentation and 
fraud.

Man is an immortal being, separate 
from the body in which on earth he lives, 
and destined to a future in which that real, 
inner, hidden, or spiritual nature will have 
opportunity for activity and experience be­ 
yond anything this world can give. 
Experiences force recognition of the 
frailty and brief tenure of the physical 
man. 
The spiritual is the enduring and is 
meant to be the controlling part of our 
nature. 
Through the physical the spirit­ 
ual manifests itself. 
But the motives of 
life are to he drawn from the spiritual. The 
outflow of energy through the body is right­ 
fully directed to the conquest of the earth life. 
Yet in all the acquire­ 
ment of learning, the pursuit of wealth, the endeavor for the manifold 
gilts of earth in comfort and home and knowledge and influence, if 
these are the sole object of desire we but enjoy them for a time and 
then go empty, naked, and, ashamed into the spiritual—which we must 
enter, even though unprepared or unfit. 
Man s body is animal, with the propensities of the animal but with­ 
out its guarding instincts. Uncontrolled by spiritualized intelligence the 
great powers of human nature are perverted to cruelty and all debase­ 
ment. 
For the purpose of this life the spiritual is the supreme interest. 
Any success purchased by the 
sacrifice of the spiritual nature is a losing 
bargain. Ibis 
in no sense limits life or makes smaller its achievement. 
The method of soul building is revealed in the motive “while we 
look not at the things which are seen, but at the things which are not 
seen, for the things which are seen are temporal; but the things which are 
not seen are eternal.” 
It is a question of viewpoint. 
Over earthly ex­ 
perience is written: “then cometh the end.” The spiritual viewpoint does 
not ignore or depreciate this life. 
It puts it in its true relation. 
The 
earth is ours- to use, to enjoy, richly, grandly, but to profit by, that in the 
use of this life we may be fitted for the future, that we may grow into 
the experience of those ageless principles which will make us at home 
whenever coming time mar bear us. 


There is an advantage in making an 
incursion into the fairyland of science 
which is not possessed by those who 
travel into realms of imagination. 
In 
the latter, many wonderful events are 
reported to have taken place. 
In the 
former, still 
more wonderful 
things 
actually happen; and few of 
the se­ 
crets that are 
being 
gradually 
un­ 
raveled as to the processes occurring 
in our own bodies are more curious 
and interesting than those comprised 
under the heading of anaethesia. 
Anaesthesia, if we were to keep strict­ 
ly to the meaning of the term, should be 
“absence of feeling;” but the idea usu­ 
ally added is not that there is no feel­ 
ing, hut that there is an absence of 
the feeling of pain which would occur 
under 
ordinary 
circumstances. 
In 
other words, the path along which the 
pain would travel has 
been 
broken 
across at some point; and how this 
is possible can be realized by a very 
simple analogy. 
Comparing the body with the tele­ 
phone, the place where the pain is 
caused is like the mouthpiece A, the 
connecting nerve like the wire B, and 
the brain cell the pain arrives at the 
receiver C, to which the person places 
his ear. Just as a telephone message 
could not be heard if either A, B. or C 
were out of gear, so the sensation of 
paiu can be interrupted by an anaes- 


In the old days when a woman was 
making a dress for herself the opera­ 
tion of fitting was always performed 
bv calling in some 
obliging 
person 
with an understanding of the art of 
fitting, who would shape the cloth 
over the form of the person for whom 
it was designed. Or, sometimes it was

one gives chloroform until these are 
affected—that is if he can help it; for 
when this occurs the breathing stops, 
and if nothing were done life would 
very shortly become extinct. 
Last of all, the other organs of the 
body—heart, kidneys, etc.—are 
at­ 
tacked, but usually the 
respiration 
fails before any symptoms arise from 
this cause—fortunately so, as lf the 
heart is not beating other organs mat­ 
ter little.

The typical representative of these 
substances is radium, or rather its 
chemical compounds, as the element 
itself has not yet been isolated. Owing

especially in medicine, it will not he 
amiss briefly to record the compli- 
cated processes required in its manu- 
facture.

through the etreets of Dawson City a 
Cew mornings ago, fresh from the ut- 
termost rim of the earth, says a Daw- 
son City messenger.

MacPherson patrol of the royal north- 
west mounted police. 


The men left Dawson the day after 


Christmas, traveled 31 days 
north- 


ward through unexplored 
wilds 
to 


MacPherson, remained there 24 days 
and were the rest of the time re- 
turning. 


Every man came back -In the pink 


of condition, but four of the 
dogs 


were missing. 
One, Old Dan, slipped 


from the teams and returned from a 
point 200 miles north of Dawson alone. 
The other three died en route from 
the hardships of the trip. 


The men started with 1,500 pounds 


of food and other material and 300 
pounds of dog supplies. «Tbis lasted 
them until well near the end of the 
outgoing journey, with no other re- 
plenishment than one caribou killed 
half way over. On the return not one 
caribou or big animal was obtained 
There was no suffering from want of 
food either going or coming, and the 
rare oxygen and the vigorous exer- 


cise put muscle and flesh on the men, 
notwithstanding their hard trip 
on 


snowshoes, following up the toboggans. 


The snow was very deep, and on 


many of the rivers the water covered 
the ice, haying surged up from the 
springs in Hhe river beds, owing to 
the mild winter, so the trails were not 
so favorable as last year and such 
good time was not made.

Peanut in Girl's Lungs.

Two months ago the little girl swal- 
lowed a peanut, which lodged in her 
windpipe. Her life was despaired of, 
as it was supposed that she would die 
from 
strangulation.

stantly for breath, the child survived 
several hours, when her 
breathing 


suddenly became easier. 


The peanut had passed on into her 


lungs. She has been gravely ill, but 
Uer health is gradually becoming bet- 
ter. An operation to remove the pea- 
nut would probably be fatal.

ning to grow.

The dif- 
ference of solubility of the bromides 
of radium and barium respectively is 
thus utilized, with a view to separat- 
ing them from one another. After dis- 
solving the various bromides, the so- 
lution is saturated at boiling tem- 
perature, and beautiful crystals are 
obtained on cooling. 
These crystals 


possess an activity five times greater 
than the originally dissolved salts, and 
by repeating the same operation over 
and over again, products of ever-in- 
creasing activit" are obtained. 


While the first fractional operations 


are still carried out on a commercial 
basis, the more minute operations re- 
quired to treat the products of higher 
activity are necessarily performed in 
the laboratory of skilled chemists. At 
the end of this difficult treatment only 
one to two milligrams of bromide are 
found to remain from 
each ton of 


original residues, but this minimal 
amount shows an activity 2,000,000 
times higher than metallic uranium. 
The most important part of the fac- 
tory is the laboratory^ where chemical 
analyses and spectroscopic tests are 
carried out, in addition to measuring 
the activity of each product, as well 
as of the emanations they are liable to 
produce. The apparatus used in this 
connection have been designed by the 
discoverers of radium.

It is pertinent for us to consider the extent to 


which the money of the banks is used in speculation, 
and whether the evils attending such employment of 
bank deposits may not be minimized through a change 
in the banking system. As matters stand, a man, say, 
with $10;000 to iifVest, goes to his bank and borrows 
such further amount as the money rate may make it ap- 
pear profitable. 
With this he makes his purchase 


and puts up as collateral for the loan the securities, 
which then become subject in the matter of their re- 
sale not only to market conditions and the desires of 
the operator, but to the fluctuations of the money rate 


itself. Meantime it is the bank's funds that have been in actual employ- 
ment. When you find a means to regulate the money rate you will tl' ereby 
regulate speculation. 


I am disposed to believe that 90 per cent, of the results of speculation 


in this country arc beneficial, broadly considered, and that perhaps ten per 
cent, are detrimental to the best interests of the nation. 
The harm 


comes through the developing of the gambling spirit, particularly among 
young men. I find here among my students that any mention of the 
stock exchange and its affairs attracts instant attention; they know all 
about bucket shops and their methods of working, and there is hardly 
any other subject on which they are so keen as one relating to trading 
in the security and commodity markets. 


But the way to deal with that danger is not to handicap business in 


order that the youth of the land may be brought up in a state of blissful 
ignorance and free from temptation. The thing to do is to educate them 
to a proper appreciation of the relationships of the factors of industry, 
and to include the social s\stem that furnishes this education, adequate 
enforcement of laws protecting investors against misrepresentation and 
fraud.

Anaesthesia, if we were to keep strict- 


ly to the meaning of the term, should be 
"absence of feeling;" but the idea usu- 
ally added is not that there is no feel- 
ing, but that there is an absence of 
the feeling of pain which would occur 
under 
ordinary 
circumstances. 
In 


other words, the path along which the 
pain would travel has 
been 
broken 


across at some point; and how this 
ss possible can be realized by a very 
Eiimple analogy. 


Comparing the body with the tele- 


phone, the place where the pain is 
caused is like the mouthpiece A, the 
connecting nerve like the wire B, and 
the brain cell the pain arrives at the 
receiver C, to which the person places 
his ear

road locomotives will carry no fuel.

the neighborhood of coal 'nines. There 
will be no smoke, no cinders, to make 
a journey by rail disagreeable." Thus 
Prof. Robert H. Fernald, expert in 
charge of the government 
fuel 
in- 


quiry Is quoted by Robert Franklin in 
the Technical World Magazine. 
It 


has been proved practicable, he says, 
by the help of gas-producers and gas 
engines, to convert the energy of coal 
into electricity and transmit it by 
wire over distances exceeding 250 
miles. 
This means that trains could 


be run from a single central plant 
over 200,000 square 
miles—an area 


nearly four times that of the state of 
Illinois—and that ten or twelve such 
plants, located at or near mining cen- 
ters, could furnish motive power for 
all the railroads in the United States. 
"Now 
that it is commercially possible 


to transmit electric power 250 miles 
or more," says Prof. Pernald, "the lo- 
cation of immense gas-producer plants 
at the mines, or within easy reach of 
them, must speedily follow. 
But it 


should not be supposed that this power 
will be utilized only by the railroads 
of the country. It will be supplied to 
factories, and employed for all sorts of

purposes 
in

to 
congress 


in 
1S90, urged the 
promotion of 


art 
and science, and recommended 


that congress consider "whether this 
desirable object will be best promoted 
by affording aids 
to seminaries of 


learning already established, by the in- 
stitution of a national university, or 
by any other expedients." 
The ques- 


tion suggested by Washington has not 
been finally settled, although it has 
been answered in part by the growth 
of many colleges and 
universities 


throughout the land. la a country like 
ours of wide area there should be 
many great centers of education. 
It 


sometimes seems better to strengthen 
the colleges we have than to found 
new ones, but there is room for others.i 
A national university might have spe- 
cial functions such as present institu- 
tions are not in position to discharge, 
and its official nature would make it a 
powerful influence in American higher 
education, which is now disorganized 
and uncertain in standard.

Board of Brokers of New York city 
to obtain a quicker and less expen- 
sive system for transferring realty 
than under the present method of 
employing 
title 
companies. 
After 


titles are formally registered and ap- 
proved by proper judicial authority 
certificates of registration are to be 
accepted in all courts ot the state as 
evidence of ownership. Thus the an- 
noyance and expense of the present 
system of examining abstracts are to 
be done away. 
The advantages of 


the law are optional. The system is 
now in operation in several states.

FOR STUFFED TOMATO SALAD. 


New Recipe Recommended by Farml* 


Merritt Farmer. 


"A stuffed tomato salad is one of my 


new recipes," writes Fannie Merritt 
Farmer, the great cooking authority, 
in her monthly page in the Woman's 
Home Companion. "Peel six small to- 
matoes, cut a slice from the stem end 
of each, remove the soft Inside, sprin- 
kle the insides with salt and let stand, 
Inverted, 30 minutes. Mash half a ten- 
cent cream cheese, add six chopped 
pimolas, one 
tablespoonful of 
finely 


chopped parsley, one tablespoonful of 
tomato pulp, one-fourth o- a teaspoou- 
ful of dry mustard and enough French 
dressing to moisten. Fill the tomato 
cases with the mixture, and serTe on 
lettuce leaves with mayonnaise dres- 
sing, which may be successfully made 
if one will but follow directions. Mix 
one teaspoonful of mustard, one 
tea- 


spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
powdered sugar and a few grains of 
cayenne. Add the yolks of two eggs, 
and stir 
until 
thoroughly blended; 


then add one-half teaspoonful of vine- 
gar. 
AcTd olive oil gradually at first, 


drop by drop, and stir constantly. As 
the mixture thickens, thin with vine- 
gar or lemon Juice. Add oil and 
vinegar or lemon juice 
alternately, 


stirring or beating constantly, until 
two tablespooufuls each of vinegar and 
lemon juice and 
1</S cupfuls of olive 


oil have been used. If the oil is added 
too rapidly the dressing will have a 
curdled appearance. A smooth con- 
sistency may be restored by taking 
the yolk of another egg and adding the 
curdled mixture slowly to it. Olive oil 
for the making of mayonnaise should 
always be thoroughly chilled. The 
utensil used in the making of mayon- 
naise may be a silver fork, wire whisk, 
small wooden spoon 
or Dover egg 


beater.
